Second Day'* Session Instructive and 


Entertaining. 


WnnfEMUccA, April 5. 


The first feature on' to-day's program 


at the Institute was a language class 
exercise by Miss Laura Miller. It was 
conducted in good form and was very 
interesting. Music by Professor Dorn- 
bergor followed. 


Bev. Mr. Unsworth of Beno gave a 


clear, concise and practical address on 
the subject of "How to Teach Latin." 
The teachers were greatly interested 
and gave their close attention to the 
gentleman's discussion of this import- 
ant subject. 


Miss Lowers at the afternoon session 


presented an excellent paper on draw- 
ing, giving several illustrations to em- 
phasize the arguments and suggestions 
she advanced. Following Miss Lewers 
came music, then Miss Northrop of 
Beno presented a paper on "Beading." 
Miss Northrop gave many valuable 
hints and suggestions to the teachers 
on this subject. 


Dr. A, S. Winship of Boston, one of 


the leading educators of the United 
States, was introduced and addressed 
the Institute on the "Solist in Teachers 
and Pupils." He would,have teachers 
impress pupils nobly in some definite 
direction and the pupils should be in- 
dividually developed. The same at- 
tainments should not be expected, nor 
should they be exacted of all. The 
idea is to develop a noble individual- 
ity in each and endeavor to arrive at 
an understanding of the character of 
development which is best for each 
pupil. 


Mr. Winship showed by argument 


and comparison wherein the very art of 
teaching depended upon this and the 
successful development of the pupil's 
mind could only be accomplished when 
the individuality was thoroughly un- 
derstood. 


His address WAS listened to with 


marked attention and without doubt 
will prove of great benefit to the 
schools. 


The evening was pleasantly passed 


by the teachers at a school entertain- 
ment provided by Principal Winfrey of 
the Wmnemucca school. 


V. C. and U. >. Basket Ball Game. 
It was definitely decided Monday at 


the University that the O. N. girls 
would accept the challenge of the Cali- 
fornia girls to a game of basket ball 
The team here has done very little 
practicing, and as the game is to come 
off next Saturday, only a short time re- 
mains for work.

Large Supply of Nevada -Cattle In- Den- 


ver, Colorado., 


Gattle receipts were good again on 


last Friday, a heavy shipment of Ne- 
vada feeders swelling the offerings. 
The market was rather slow,* however, 
though the feeling was slightly better. 
Tbe cattle men are busy figuring upon 
the result of war should it come, and 
tbe general opinion is that the cattle 
business would not be injured in the 
least, and that after the first excite- 
ment things would settle down and 
there would be plenty of capital to 
posh the bwinejs. On the coast per- 
haps capital might be timid,' but it 
would aoon move into the interior, and 
money invested in cattle with the pres- 
ent outlook wonld be safer even than 
if in a bank. There has been a scarcity 
of country buyers, however, and the 
reason is that their banks want them 
to wait to see what the outcome of tbe 
present tangle will be. Once things 
are settled, one way or the other, there 
will be no further trouble. One com- 
mission firm hefe that does a heavy 
loaning business announced that war 
or no war, it was prepared to takfc care 
of its customers as usual, and had no 
fear of its investments in any case. 


Beef staff was not to be bad, there 


being almost nothing 
offered, not 


enough to make a quotation. A few 
bunches of feeders were sold at steady 
prices and the general tone of tbe mar- 
ket was much better. The long string 
of Nevada feeders were offered and 
several buyers are after them, for that 
class of feeders are wanted just now, 
bet np to noon they had not been sold. 
—Denver Stockman.

ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8, 1897. 
It is the largest city on the line of

ve basis of valuation. Its total bonded in- 
ebtedness from all sources is $45,000. The 
otal rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
Hate, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
n each one hundred dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 
,ed, subject to an affirmative vote of its elec-

A special election was called by the 
City Council for October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the ci'.y voted in favor 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
br municipal water works and in the sum of 
p2O,ooo for a municipal electric light plant by 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against 
In December 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act .was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7, 
1897, was questioned. On the 23rd day of 
February 1898, the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada tiled its unanimous opinion in the action 
in which it si-stained the constitutionality of 
the Incorporation Act, and the legality, regu- 
larity, and the sufficiency of the special elec- 
tion, in each and every particular. The City 
Council is authorized by law to raise the nec- 
essary funds with which to meet the bond 
interest charges and to liquidate the principal 
by either direct taxation of all property or by 
water and light charges against' users or by 
both.
